No. 41 /3/CI/93.—-The following paragraph published in 
the Lok Sabha Bulletin-Part II, dated 29th March, 1993, i$ 
hereby published for general information :— 

“No, 1921. 

Amendments to the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of 
Business in Lok Sabha (Seventh Edition) 

In pursuance of sub-rule (2) of rule 331 of Ihe Rules of 
Procedure and Conduct of Business in Lok Sabha (Seventh 
Edition), the following amendments approved by Lok Sabha 
to the said Rules are hereby published ;— 

1. Substitution of rules 331-C etc.—For Rules 331-C, 
331-D, 331-E, 331-F, 331-G and 331-H of the Rules of Pro- 
cedure and Conduct of Business in Lok Sabha. the following 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Departmentally related Standing Committees, 

331-C. (1) Departmentally related Standing Committees.-* 
There shall be departmental^ related Standing Committees 
of the Houses (to be called the Standing Committees). 

(2) The Ministries/Departments covered under the judh.* 
diction of each of the Standing Committees shall be as speci¬ 
fied in he Fifth Schedule ; 

Provide! that the Chairman, Raiy a Sabha and the Speafcet 
may alter the said Schedule from time to time in consultation 
with each other, 

33 LD. (1) Constitution,—Each of the Standing Commit¬ 
tees constituted under Rules 331-C shall consist of not more 
than 45 members, 30 members to be nominated by the Spea¬ 
ker from amongst the members of Lok Sabha and 15 mem¬ 
bers to be nominated by the Chairman, Rajya Sabha, from 
amonvst the members of Rajya Sabha. 
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(2) A minister shall not be nominated as a member of the 
Committee, and if a member after his nomination to the 
Committee is appointed a Minister he shall cease to be mem' 
ber of the Committee from the date of such appointment- 

(3) The Chairman of Committees as specified in Part 1 
of Fifh Schedule shall be appointed by the Chairman, Rajy* 
Sabha and Chairman of Committees as specified in Part U 
of the Schedule shall be appointed by the Speaker, from 
amongst the members of the Committees. 

(4) The terms of office of the members of the Committees 
shall not exceed one year. 

331-0. (1) Functions.—The functions of each of the Stan- 
ding Committees shall be¬ 
ta) to consider the Demands for Grants of the concern¬ 
ed Ministries/Departments an dmake a report or 
the same to the Houses. The report shall not sug¬ 
gest anything of the nature of cut motions; 

(b) to examine such bills pertaining to the concerned 
M : n>tries/Departments as are referred to the Com¬ 
mittee by the Chairman, Rajya Sabin. or the Speaker# 
as the case may be, and make report thereon" 

(c) to consider annual reports of Ministries/Departments 

and iruje reports thereon; 

Cd) to consider national basic long term policy docu¬ 
ments presented to the Houses, it referred to the 
Committee by the Chairman Rajya Sabha or the 
Speaker as the case may be and make reports 
thereon. 

(2) The Standing Committees shall not consider the mattcis 
of day to day administration of the concerned Ministries/ 
Departments. 1 

331-F. Applicability of provisions ralatiny to functions,- 
Each of the functions of these Committees as provided id 
clauses (a) to (d) of sub-rule (1) of rule 331-E shall be appli¬ 
cable to the Committees from the date as may be notified 
by the Chairman, Rajya Sabha and the Speaker in respect of 
appicability of a particular function. 

331-G. Procedure relating to Demands for Grants.—Ihe 
following procedure shall be followed by each of the Standing 
Committees in their consideration of the Demands for Grants 
and making a report thereon to the Houses :— 

(a) after the general discussion on the Budget in the 
Houses is over, the Houses shall be adjourned for 

, a fixed period ; 

(b) the Committees shall consider the Demands for 
Grants of the concerned Ministries during the afore¬ 
said period ; 

(c) the Committees shall make their report within the 
- period and shall not ask for more time; 

(d) the Demands for Grants shall be considered by the 
House in the light of the reports of the Committees; 
and 

(e) there sh$ll be a separate report on the Demands for 
Grants of each Ministdy. . 

331-H. Procedure relating to Bills.—The following proce¬ 
dure shall be following by each of the Standing Committees 
in examining the Bills and making report thereon :— 

(a) the Committee shall consider the general principles 

and clauses of the Bills to them and make report 
thereon; 

(b) the Committee shall consider only such Bills intro¬ 
duced in either of the Houses as are referred to 
them by the Chairman, Rajya Sabha or the Speaker 
as the case may be; and i 

(c) the Committee shall make report on the Bills in the 
given time; 


331-1. (1) Reports of the Committee.—The Reports of the 
Committee shall be based on broad consensus. 

(2) A Member of a Standing Committee may give note of 
dissent on the report of the Committee. 

(3) The note of dissent shall be presented to the Houses 
along with the report. 

331-J. Applicability of general rules.—Except for matters 
for which special provision is made in the rules relating to 
the Standing Committees, the general rules applicable to other 
Parliamentary Committees in Rajya Sabha shall apply mutatis 
mutandis to the Standing Committees specified in Part T of 
the Fifth Schedule and the general rules applicable to other 
Parliamentary Committees in Lok Sabha shall apply to Stand¬ 
ing Committees as specified in part II of the Schedule. 

331-K. Venue of sittings,—The Standing Committees shall 
not work in any other place except the precincts of Parlia¬ 
ment House, unless otherwise specifically permitted by the 
Chairman, Rajya Sabha or the Speaker, as the case may be. 

331-L. Power to have expert opinion.—The Committee may 
avail of the expert opinion or the public opinion to make the 
report. i 

331-M. Matters not to be considered.—The Standing Com¬ 
mittees shall not generally considered the matters which are 
considered by the other Parliamentary Committees. 

331-N. Reports to have persuasive value.—The reports ©f 
the Standing Committees shall have persuassive value and 
shall be treated as considered advice given by the Com¬ 
mittees,”
